There is no farm crop that is more 
easily, speedily and greatly atfected 
by the supply of nmisture than is the 
potato. It bas been found by experi- 
ment that it takes about 425 tons wa- 
ter to grow a ton of dry matter of po- 
tatoea. A crop of 200 bushels per acre 
would therefore require approximate- 
ly (i50 tons water; equivalent to a rain- 
fall of nearly six inches. Because of 
its need for large water supply and its 
reniaikabie susceptibility to climatic 
conditions, it follows that the average 
potato yield isailVcted more by water 
supply than by lack of plant food. Tbe 
selection of soil and met hods of cult- 
ure must be with these facts in view 
if success is to be had. 1 be liberal 
api)lication of fertilizers or tbe pres- 
ence of large ainoiiiitsof readily avail- 
able plant food will prove of bnt little 
value if the moisture supply is defic- 
ient. It is also true that too much 
water will check the growth as quick- 
ly and effectually as too little.— Oor. 
American Agriculturist.
